Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Flint proposed removing the adhesive within Claim 28, and Mr. 
Butler indicated that doing so would remove the 1 12 issues with adhesive within the Claim. Ms. Flint proposed 
amending to reflect adding the contained material, maxing out the outward flexing of the container before adding 
material to the container, and limiting the material of the container to polypropylene. Ms. Johnson advised that having 
the method include adding material to the container would direct the claims to a different invention. Ms. Johnson 
advised that limitations such as the flexing of the bottom of the container and the container's specific material would 
focus the scope of the claim on the structural parameters rather than use parameters. Ms. Johnson indicated that this 
additional subject matter would need further searching and review, which would not be done as the case is After-Final.
